It is moat cnnvenientlj' used in the foim of the acid salts of 
di-iodiipaTsphenol-BQlphonic acid, the chemical nature of which per- 
mits of combinaCioa with almost evsiy metal. The sodium, 
aluininium, magneaium, lead, and zinc compounds of sozoiodol easily 
dissolve in watec and glycerine, whereas the potassium, ammoniiim, 
barium, mercury, and eilver salts are very difficult to render entuble. 
Dr. Lasaar, Dr. Fritache, Dr. Hopman, Dr. Vuaaen, and a number of 
others, have made extensive eiperimente, showing that sozoiodol con- 
■titntes at valuable addition to Materia Medica, aurpassing iodoform 
by its promptitudeof action in syphilitic, tuberculous, and scrofulous 
ulcerations. Sozoiodol also proved e:itremely efficacious in all dieeasex 
of ihegenerativB organs, such as gonorrhtea and eyphills. The salts of
